"The appeal fell 
on deaf rar.s. You were prepared ."^o to 
pamble; we did Ramble and we lo.st. But 
ilo not pay. You know today who U paylOR 
. . . Brlll.'ih boys dylii^ at their poata of duty 
, . , the people of Palestine, be they Innocent 
or guilty, be thry Arab or Jew." 

Hl.s chief polnl.s were there: If partition 
*-a.i rlRlit 111 November, It l,i rlRht today, for 
tlrcum.'^tnnccs have not changed In the 
Kllghte.^t. Tlic assembly's November decision 
wa.i the rlRht thing, but It was done In the 
■wronR way. A.-; a result of that error, there 
in "dralh. bloodshed, murder, outraRe and 
BRony In Palestine," As a further re.sult, the 
HMpmbly Is In frravo danger of losing tlir 
public confidence on which Us authority 
ultimately rest.';. 

If the U. N. member nations are wllllnft to 
take their proportionate part In rnforclnE a 
Inistee^lilp, he raid, then by any logical basl.<; 
Ihcy should be willliiR to do the .lame for 
partition. This is a test case, he concluded, 
and tile future of the U, N, and of the world 
may depend upon the way In which It Is 
decided. 

We do not think that Sir Carl's warning 
Is In any way cxaRReralcd. One only needs to 
rcc;ill the League of Natlon.s" hblory to find 
a frlglitcnlnp parallel. The IcaRUO had al- 
most as much niarhlncrj" for stopping ag- 
Kccsslon a,i Iho U. N. But In the great le.sts 
the major powers hesitated to use that mach- 
inery for reasons of national poliry. or 
through fear of war. 

The so-called "Mancluirlan Incident" In 
1031 wa.s an example, when Britain, especial- 
ly, hesitated to offend Japan too greatly. An 
even better— or worse— <>xample is found In 
the Italian Invasion of Ellilopla In 1035. 

Britain led the league up the hill and down 
again, as America did witli the U. N. in the 
Palestine matter. It favored sanctions, then 
backed water, began lo see some Ju.';tlce 
In the Italian po.sll ion, and refused to enforce 
the embargo on the war material.'; that Italy 
needed mo.'t. 

From then on the league was finished as 
R force for peace. Tlic toleration of Mus- 
solini's aggrcsslnn gave Hitler the green light 
for his own. Then began the familiar and 
melancholy train of events that led to World 
war II. 

It is the American government's rcspon- 
Elbillty today to avoid the risk of repeating 
those events. Whatever danger we may en- 
counter through partition seems Ic.-ls than 
what we may face If we scuttle It. Our Il- 
logical. Indefensible position ha.*; co.st us 
prestige. It may cost us and the world much 
more If our government persists on a.'.Mmiing 
that the U. N. solution of a critical, explosive 
situation must be enforced by wordi alone, 
or not at all.
